MacLaren Delays Start After Forced Landing on 
Uruppu Island; All of British Party Safe 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 

TOKIO, July 19.—Owing to unfavorable weather. 
Laren, the British round-the-world flyer, who was forced to land on 
Uruppu Island, after leaving Yetorofu , 
Islands, has decided not to make a fresh start today. 


Dense fog forced the MacLaren 
party which hopped off from Lake 
imoye, on Yetorofu Island, last 
nesday to land at Uruppu, a 
neighboring island, soon after tak- 
ing fight, said wireless advices re- 


leceived from the Kurile Island to- 


day. Whether the advices came 
from the merchant steamship 
which early this afternoon report- 
ed MacLaren and his associates 
safe and were relayed by the Japa- 
nese destroyer Isokaze, which was 
searching for the missing aviators 
or whether the Isokaze had reached 
Uruppu and sent them after direct 
communication with the aviators, 
was not clear. . 
ALL OF PARTY SAFE | 

However, they were definite and 
said that all members of the party 
of four, headed by MacLaren, were 
safe and that their airplane was 
undamaged. The machine, after 
landing in the o n, was removed 
to a lake on the island, the better 
to ride out the increasing wind 
which arose soon after the landing, 
the advices said. 

MacLaren had planned to fly 
from Lake Toshimoye to Parama- 
shiru, most northerly of the larger 
Kurile Islands, last Wednesday.

Says Wounded Cue is 
| Identified by One of Party of 
Biltmore Diners 


Police Say Suspect Leader in 
McGee Murder 


Identification of George May- 
nard, ex-convict who was shot 
down in a spectacular chase on 
Wilshire Boulevard last Saturday 
night, as one of the two armed 


bandits who held up and robbed 
members of a dinner party after 
they had rted from the Bilt- 
more of $15,000 m jewelry and 
cash on the night of January 1. 
last. was made yesterday by Charies 
O. Canfield of 615 South Manhat- 
tan avenue, one of the victims. 
Maynard, with his face contort- 
ed dy the effect of one af the bul- 
lets which ‘stru hi Was con- 
fronted by Mr. Canfield several 
days ago shortly after his wounds 
first were dressed, according to 
Assistant Captain of Detectives Ca- 
to. At the time Mr. Canfield, ac- 
cording to Capt. Cato, said he reo- 
ognized Maynard as one of the 
two bandits who had threatened 
him with death. Yesterday a pic- 
ture of Maynard taken before his 
face had been disfigured by the 
bullet, was shown to Mr. Canfield. 


IDENTIFIES PICTURE 


“That is the man beyond a mea- 
sure of a doubt,” he asserted. 

The identification of the picture 
was made in the presence of De- 
tective-Lieutenants Hoyt and 
Evans, the officers who fired the 
shots that brought Maynard down, 
Dectective-Lieutenant Robinson, 
and Assistant Captain of Detectives 
Cato who has been in charge of 
the investigation of Maynard's as- 
serted bandit activities. 

The robbery in which Maynard 
is implicated by Mr. Canfleld’s 
identification was one of the most 
daring perpetrated during the 
winter months. The party robbed 
included Joe Toplitzky. real estate 
operator, and his wife of 415 South 
Windsor Boulevard; Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles O. Canfield of 615 Man- 
hattan avenue, and Dr. and Mrs. 
H. I. Dowd of 608 South Occi- 
dental Boulevard. 

The party, in an guto driven by 
Leo Levy, chauffeur, had left the 
Biltmore about 1 o’clock in the 
morning after attending an after- 
theater dinner. It was the belief 
of the police that the two bandits 
hed their victims under surveil- 
lance during the evening. and had 
watched their movements closely 
for a favorable opportunity for 
the robbery. This came when the 
party stopped in front of the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Dowd at 5608 Oc- 
cidental Boulevard. The two ban- 
dite. who had followed in an au- 
tomobile, drew alongside and men- 
aced members of the party with 
revolvers.

WORKED LONG ON CASE 

During the months that followed 
Capt. Cato and Detective Lieuten- 
ants Hoy. Johnson and Robinson 
worked diligently on information 
which they obtained through un- 
derworld sources and when May- 
nard was shot and captured last 
Saturday night they recognized 
‘him immediately, they said, as one 
of the men they had been looking 
for. 

So far Maynard has refused to 
talk, other than to repeat his as- 
sertion made last Saturday when 
he was shot that, “they had the 
wrong man.” An operation was 
performed yesterday on the sus- 
pect, who is held in the prison 
ward of the General Hospital. 

Besides his implication in the 
robbery of the Biltmore party, May- 
nard, is said by Capt. Cato to have 
been the leader of the gang which 
murdered Sam McGee, a driver of 
a First National Bank truck, and 
robbed the two messengers with 
him of $400,000 in cash and bonds, 
on February 13, 1923. Capt. Cato 
said, he hoped to have Maynard 
identified by the victims of that 
robbery as soon as the suspect 
recovers from the operation. 

Although the brutal murder of 
McGee and the theft of such a 
large quantity of valuable securi- 
ties made the robbery one of the 
most startling in local police his- 
tory, the bandits netted but little 
gain from it, according to Capt. 
Cato. Virtually all of the loot was 
recovered later by members of the 
‘police robbery squad. 


FACES OTHER CHARGES 

Besides the charges which may 
be brought against Maynard for 
his asserted implication in the two 
robberies, a charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon with intent to 
commit thurder will be laid against 
him also, according to Detective 
Lieutenant Evans. He  saaeserted 
that when Maynard was captured 
the suspect attempted to shoot 
both Evans and Detective Lieuten- 
ant Hoy.

NEW YORK, July 18.-——Domi- 
nating the entire dried fruit mar- 
ket raisins continue as the one 
volume seller.

Self-Marrying Seer Ran

A previous arrest of John Ber- 
trum Clarke, the self-marrying 
occultist sat last enmeshed in his 
own intrigue by the police, was 
disclosed yesterday, when it was 
learned that he was taken into 
custody last Tuesday and released 
soon thereafter for lack of suffi- 
cient evidence. 

His former arrest was brought 
about by Mrs. Reda Douglas, who 
lives dt 934 West Sixth street. She 


‘| came into contact with the author- 


minister through a want ad seek- 
ing employment. Clarke responded, 
asking her to come to the Fre- 
mont-avenue address, 

Within a few minutes after Mrs. 
Douglas had entered the apart- 
ment Clarke began his love-mak- 
ing. picturing a life of wer and 
wealth in India as his bride. Mos. 
Douglas informed Clarke that she 
sought only work, wheretpon 
Clarke fell upon his knees before 
her and, according to her state- 
ment, made improper proposals to 
her. He repeatedly kissed her up- 
on the hands and arms during the 
interview, but was unsuccetsful in 
his attempts to caress her further. 
She finally managed to get out of 
the apartment. 

The following day Clarke fol- 
lowed his custom of calling upon 
the intended victim and attempting 
to bring about a reconsideration. 
Mrs. Douglas refused to have any- 
thing to do with him and he left 
the apartment after she had given 
him permission to call the next 
day. 

In the meantime Mrs. Dovglas 


Clarke’s attentions and when 
Clarke made his second call this 
friend was there. At this time the 
police were called and the man 
was taken from the apartment by 
officers. 

“He offered me $20,000 to ac- 
cept his proposition when I visited 
him at his apartment,” declared 
Mrs. Douglas. “He talked about 
India, diamonds, elephants, wealth 
and power and said that India was 
the future capital of the world. 
He also said that the black peo- 
ples would rule the world within 
a few years because the whites 
would not stick together.” 
Clarke's actions in all the cases 
so far uncovered by the police 
have been the same. He wastes 
little time in pressing his case 
after the contact has been made, 
generally through advertisements. 
and he persists in his efforts until 
arrest is threatened. His proposals 
have all involved life in India, a 
gift of $20,000 and education in 
the occult. 

In ‘nearly every instance Clarke 
has declared that without the par- 
ticular victim he cannot succeed 
in his life work.

ORE SELF-DETERMINATION 

Apparently the right of self<etermina- 
tion is breeding discord among the com- 
monwealths that compose the British Dm- 
pire. A new issue has arisen which ls 
in a way taxation without represen 
Canada and the Australian commonwealths 
object to being bound by treaties which

Canada has declined to ratify the Lausanne 
treaty or to be bound by its stipulations and 
limitations. The Canadians hold that the 
treaty was a surrender of principle for rea- 


British government should have persevered 
tm the original ‘determination to pnt an end 
to Turkish rule in Europe, and they main- 
tain that it was pusillanimous to decide in 
favor of Turkey and against Greece because 
the Turks were the stronger. 

The Canadians took special exception to 
the provision of the treaty which provided 
for the expulsion of foreigners from the 
Turkish Empire. They held that the Greeks 
and other Balkan peoples who had made 
their homes in Turkey, who had acquired 
property and raised families there, had an 
inherent right to remain, so long as they 
obeyed the laws of the land. And they held 
further that the Turks should_not be per- 
mitted to pass laws which foreigners could 
not obey without surrendering their religion 
and their self-respect. 

It would seem that, from a point of view 
of right and humanity, the argument is all 
on the side of the dominions. The British 
diplomats accepted the French view of the 
“fait accompli.” They consented that the 
Turks should hold the territory that they 
had conquered, although their aggression 
was a plain violation of treaty rights. The 
principle involved was the same as applied 
to the German invasion of Belgium. But 
the British government went to war because 
Germany had violated a treaty, and the 
same government signed a second treaty 
with Turkey in which it confirmed the 
rights of the Turks to lands they had ac- 
quired through violation of the original pact. 

The dominions are not taxed for the sup- 
port of the home government, as were the 
original American colonies; but they feel 
that they are oppressed when they are de- 
nied a voice in foreign affairs. Canada de 
clines to play a rubber-stamp role. It will 
not endure British paternalism. As far as 
the treaty itself is concerned the conces- 
sions made do not affect any of the mate 
rial interests of Canada. Ratification is re- 
fused on moral grounds. 

Last year Canada negotiated a commer- 
cial treaty with our own country without 
submitting it to the British government for 
approval. There was protest in Parliament 
that the Canadians had exceeded their 
rights, that Canada had no more authority 
to negotiate a treaty than is possessed by 
one of the American States. But Canada 
declined to pay any especial attention to 
the protest, and the treaty is now in force. 
Whether it is strictly legal or not is a mat- 
ter of no grave concern, so long as the 
American and Canadian governments ob- 
serve its provisions. . 

Australia and New Zealand have protested 
against the failure of the British government 
to proceed with the construction of a naval 
base at Singapore. One government or- 
dered this construction and a new govern- 
ment canceled the order. The Australians 
hold that the naval base is necessary for 
their protection from possible foreign ‘ ag- 
gression and that they have a right to de- 
mand it of the home government in return 
for wat they did for the empire in the 
World War. 

It would seem to one on the outside that 
the loose construction of the British Empire 
cannot endure. The commonwealths are 
in a position somewhat similar to that of 
the American colonies under the Confedera- 
tion. There is no central power to enforce 
obedience and there are too many gentle 
men's agreements. Judged by the expert- 
ences of the past, the ultimate result will 
be a union of British states similar to the 
American Union, where the authority of a 
central government, in which all partict- 
pate, shall be supreme; or the colonies will 
separate one after the other to form wholly 
independent states. 


Under the former income-tax law the 
government officially sought to provide a 
certain secrecy for the individual return of 
the taxpayer. The name and address were 
about the only thing accessible to the gen- 
eral public; the statement itself, with the 
amount of the tax, was presumed to be the 


property of the Treasury Department—not 


to be furnished to the public. 

Things are different now. Under the new 
idea of pitiless publicity the lists of tax- 
payers, with their addresses and the 
amounts paid, must be conspicuously post- 
ed in each district. The revenue commis. 
sioner may have the names printed in big 
type in the newspapers if he wishes, but it 
must at least be posted in the office of the 
collector. 

This provision of the law was strongly 
opposed by President Coolidge and the 
Treasury Department. Beyond satisfying a 
few outbersts of curiosity it accomplishes 
no good purpose. On the other hand, it 
supplies 7,000,000 ready-made targets for 
speculators to shoot at. All the sucker 
lists of the future will be based upon the 
income-tax returns.
